Not nuuij years %go (O best <tt patrons) a man most advised in eveiy 
btanoh of life ; one wlio liM deeerred well of tbe oompitn; of the learned ; 
bound by the ties of bmily to yonraelf ; a most ihiimig l^ht of the 
UniTereitj of Cambridge i its jewel and glory, John Caioa, wrote not 
wiUiont eleganoe to Conrad Oesnet, a man exceedingly skilled and saga- 
oiona in the inreetigation of recondite matters ; a man armed with every- 
thing that relates to natural history ; the tame man wrote an epitome 
eoneeming British dogs, not so oonoiBe as elegant and asefnl ; an 
epitome ooatpBOt of the varioDs a^nments and eiperienoes of many 
minds ; a booh wbioh when by chance I had met with it, and was covered 
with delight with the novelty of its appearance, I attempted to translate 
into English. After I had flnished my task, a sadden conaeit arose in 
me tonehing the dedication of tbe pamphlet, and after toBsing many 
thonghta to and fro, the reoolleotions (most ornate sir) of yonr benefits, 
M a mddy star, by the splendonr of its radiance, dissipates the misty 
olonda ot the moat fonl oblivion, and brings a serenity brighter than 
that of Uie son to the memory, shone on me ; and that sentiment of 
dnttf whiiA shaken by the most deadly bolts of hostile fortnne torn and 
convnlaed, had almost died, collected its shattered and most weakened 
strength, recovered its pristine vigoor, and at last, from that bog of 
Lethe, nobly eitrioated itself and emerged. Ont of which whirlpool as soon 
•a it had esoaped, it so flourished and so increased that it canght every 
cell of my mind nnder the infloenoe of its rule and oommand. Now, 
however, I oease not to be occnpied in the oontemplatioa of yonr merits, 
the magnitude ot which eon scaroely be oirenmscribed in my thin ocarse 
and slight thread of speech. This ^t, by Jove, does not move me lightly, 
distresses me in no common manner, and pricks me with no shallow 
womid. There is besides another oanse, which makes me panae, and in 
tome manner tortures me, namely the snspieioD ot ingratitude, from 
which, as from anoUier Lemean hydra, I have ever fled (as the phrase 
mna) witli Achillean feet, and still I very mnoh fear lest delay and pro- 
orastination of my dnty brand my name with a shameful mark of care- 
leasneaa. Tlua so much the man I feat beoanse that truth and common 
verse of tiie poet oomes into my mind 

It is a shame always to reoelvB and neror to giTO. 
Bnt (0 moat omate Bir I) however Hm tmx ot that ill mightily stirs and

diiaompoteB b*, yet the expeot&tion of uiatlieT good, Gat i> of your 
hamuiity. In whioli qnalily ?on ihine tar bsjond other men, restores and 
biio;s me np. That gentle and excellent hope oammsndi and exhorts me 
to prodnoo Bome Bpedmen or token of my dntj, however small, with 
alacrity. By these indnosmentB oonqneied, I propoBed fieo interpreta- 
tion into English of the tieatise od British dogs, and baie dedioated it to 
yon rather than to anyone else as my one patron, and dniqne Heecenas. 
Not beoaTiBel BnppoBed that the unmeasorable sea of yonr merits could 
be gaged by so jejnne and poor a gift ; not beoanaa I was uudooa to 
weary youi sacred and religians years with the explanation of a profane 
page ; nor beoanse I Bnpposed tbat yon wonld be delighted with idle and 
frirotoDB matter, occupied as yon are entirely in di*ine tnonbrationa, bat 
rather (if I may be belieTed) beoanBe that egregions and noble prince of 
the liberal arts, and more especially of the facnll^ of medicine, who 
eomposed tliis work, so flooriBhed while he lived, and obtained so 
brilliant a fame, that I hnow not honestly to confess what I feel, if after 
his death, be has left any like bim. Lastiy becaaae he had sent this 
little boob to Conrad Qesner, elaborated with the ntmost industry into 
lands beyond the eea, to a man lemarkable fcr his knowledge of all kinds 
of literature, and oBpeoially for his acqoaintance witli occnit matters, 
whioh is settled in the inmost bowels and marrows of Nature (0 talent 
worthy of a white stone 1), whose diffiooltiefi, entangled by Labyrinlhi«i 
windings and tortnous fleinosities I have inTeetigated (0 good Qod ! how 
great a labour and how infinite a travail ! ) which raised snoh favour and 
Donoiliation in the breast of Conrad Qesner, that he not only received it 
with a friendly kiss, but also read it BtudiouBly, and used it sccnrat«l;, 
with the ineihansled strength by whieh the dragon guards the fleece of 
gold, and kept it with more vigilant eyes than the eagle. Lastly, sinoe 
we have heard that this epitome was written by a truly learned man to a 
man adorned with the highest celebrity of fame, so tlie epitome, in 
English speech, however inel^ant, is yet common and popular to your 
hands. most erudite Sir, I beseech you to command, that imder 
yonr patroiuge, it may boldly go forth into all parts of our coun- 
try, and I solemnly pray you to receive from me this book bearing 
a humble and obscure insoription, but embracing an argument new 
and as yet unheard of ; as well as entirely free from any Sybaritio

which seemed pertinent and requisite to the performanoe of this lltle 
libell. In the whole disoancse wheraf, the booke. to oonstder the anb- - 
atannoe, being bnt a pamphlet or skantling, the ai^nmant not so fyne and 
affected, and yet the doctrine ver; profitable and necesBarye, he yaeth 
anoh a amoothe and oomel; style, and tyeth his Innention to anoh metho- 
dicall and orderly prooeedinga, as the elegantoea and neaitneaae of his 
latino phrase (bein^ pnre, perfect, and Tnmingled) mabsth the matter 
which ot it selfe is very base and olnbbishe, to appeare (shall I say 
toUerable) na; rather oommendable and effeotoaJl.

Of the Dogge called a Harrier, in 
Latine Leuerarius. 

THat kinds of dogge whom natoie hath indned with the vertae of 
amalHng, whoae property it ia to rae a Inatinaa, a readines, 
and a oonrsgeonaDee in hnnldi^, and diawetii into hia noatrella the 
ajre oi aent of the beaat pnisned and followed, we ooll by this word 
SopoB, tie Greoion* by thya word 1;^""'"' of traoinfr or ohasing by y 
foote, or (!rii;Larii' of the noatrella, whioh be the instmmentea of 
amelling. Wee may knowe theee kinde of Doggea by their long, 
large, and bagging lippea, by theit banging eorea, Teacl^ng downs 
both sydea of their chappee, and by the indifFerent and meaeniable 
proportion of their making, Thia sort of Doggea we oall Levtarariot 
Hariera, that I may comprise the whole nubei of them in certains 
qiecialtiea, and apply to them their proper and pecnlier namea, for 
M tnn<^ as they cannot all be rednoed and brons'ht Tnder one

ANother Mnte there is whioh hnnteth the Foie and the Badger or 
Qreye onely, whom we oall Terrara, beoanae they (after the manner 
and coatome of ferrets in asarohing for Connyea) oreepe into the gronnda, 
«nd by that meanes make afrayde, nyppe, and byte the Foie and the 
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Badger in laoli Mrt, thkt eyther they tears them in piwti nith tbqv 
teeth beyng in the hoBome of the earth, or elae bnjle and pull them 
perforce ont of their InrldnK ang'lei, datke dongeoni, fmd okne oaneB, or 
at the leut throngh opened feare, drine them out of their hollov har- 
boora, in lo mnoh that tbej are oompelled to prepare ipeedj Sight, and 
being deeirone of the next (albeit not the aafeit) refnge, are otherwiM 
taken and intrapped with enarei and nettee lajde oner holes to the same 
pnrpose. Bat these be the least in that kynde called Bagaa. 

or the Dogge called a Bloudhounde in 
Latine Sanguinan'us. 

THe greater sort which seme to hnnt, hanii^ lippes of a large syse 
A eares of no small lenght, doo, not onel; chase the baaat whiles 
it lineth (u the other doo of whom mencion abone ia made) bnt beyng 
dead also b; any maner of oasQaltie, make reoonree to the plaoe where it 
Ijeth, haaing in tliia poynt an aBBored and infallible gnyde, namely, the 
sent and eauonr of the blond aprinokled beere and there vpon the gronnd. 
For whether the beaet boyng wounded, doth notwithstanding enioye life, 
and escapeth the bandes of the hanteaman, or whether the said beast 
beyng sl^ne is connayed clenly ont of the paroke (so Uiat there be 
Bome signifloation of blond shed) these Dogges with no lesse Faailitie 
and eaainesse, then aoiditie and gteedinegge, oan disclose and bewray the 
ettmeby sniolling, applying to their poranit, agilitie and nimbleneSBe, with- 
ont iedionaneese, for wbioh coneideration, of a singnler specialltie they 
desemed to bee oalled Baagumarij bloadbonnda. And albeit peradnen. 
tnie it may ohannoe, (Ae whether it channceth aealdome or Bometime I am 
ignorant) that a peece of fleahe be aabtil; stolne and conningly conoayed 
away with anch proniaoB and precaneats as thereby all apparannce of 
blond is eyther prenented, eiolnded, or concealed, yet tliesa kiude of 
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doin:es by & oertaine diceoion of an inwude asinred notyoe and priny 
nufoke, pnrane the deede dooeiB, througli lonp lanea, oroofced reoahes, 
and weoij Ti^ei, without wnndrmg awry out of the limitts of tiie land 
whereon thoae desperate pculoynera prepued theii speedy paBBage. Yea, 
the natnrea of these Dogges ia sooh, and so effeotuaJI ie their foresight, 
Uiat they o& bewTKy, teperate, and pyoke them oat from among an ia- 
finite mnltitnde and an innnmerable oompany, ereepe they nener go 
fane into tlie thiokeat throngfe, they will Bnde him oat notwith- 
atandyng he lye hidden in wylde woods, in oloae and onergrowen 
gtones, and Inroke in hollow holes apte to hacboni auoh Tngraoioos 
gnestee. Morsoner, although they ahonld pasBe oner the water, (hinMng 
thereby to anoyde the puxsnte of the hoondee, yet will not these dogges 
sine oner theii attempt, bnt pmanming to awym through the atreame, 
peraener in their pnrante, and when Uiey be arrined and gotten the 
fnrthan banoke, they hunt rp and downe, to and fro ninne they, from 
place to place shift they, vntil iliej haae attained to that plot of 
gionnde where they paaaed oner. And thia ia their piaotiae, if perdia 
they o&not at j' firat time smelling, finde ont the way which the deeds 
dooeiB tooke to esoape. So at length get they that by arte, oonning, 
and dJUigent indenonr, whioh by fortune and Inoke they cannot otherwyse 
ooercome. In ao maoh thai it seemeth worthely and wieely written by 
^ioniM in hia firte book andmiv. Chapter. Tiitltiittix," X"'^"'' "X.'"X- 
to bee OS it were naturally instilled and powered into theae kinde of 
doggea. Foi they wyll not panae or breath from their purante vntUl aoch 
tyme aa they bee apprehended and taken that eommitted the facte. The 
owtiera of each honndea vae to keepa them in dose and darke channella 
in the day time, and let them loae at liberty in the night aeason, to 
th'intent that they myf^t witli more oonrage and boldneaee practisa 
to follow the fallen in tlie enaning and aolitarie honrea of darkenease, 
when fineh yU dlapoaed vaziota are prindpally pnrpoaed to ploy theyr 
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Impiidstit pageanto, and imprudent pnnokea. ThMe honnclM (vpon 
irlunn thU present portion of onr treatite rmmeth) when they aie to 
follow anoli fellowei as we Iiane bstore Tehsrud, th not that liberty to 
Tannge at wU, whioh they have otherwiBe wHen they are in gam» (eioept 
npon neoeaiiaiy oooaaion, whereon dependeth an ncgent an elteotaaU 
penwadon), when anah pnrloyners make apnd; way in Bight, bnt 
beyng reatrained and diawne baoke from ronning at random with the 
leaase, the ends whereof the owner holding in his hand is led, gnyded and 
diiected with anoh Bwifteneese and elownease (whether he go on toote or 
whether he ryde on horgebaoke), as he himaelfe in harte would wishe for 
the more easie apprehenaioa of theae ventarona varlota. In the bordeia 
of Sngland and Sootland (the often and aoonatomed atealing of oattell ao 
pioonxing) thsae kinde of Doggea are very mnob vaed and they are 
tanght and trayned np flnt of all to bunt oattell aa well of the smaller 
aa of the greater gronth, and afterwardea (that qnalitie relinquished and 
lefte) they are learned to pniane anoh pestilent persona as plant theyr 
pleamM in anoh praotiaes of pnrloyning aa we have already declared. Of 
thia kinde there ia nene that taketh the water natmrally, exoept it pleaae 
yov ao to enppoae of them whyoh follow the Otter, whyoh aometimeH 
hannte the lande, and sometime aseth the water. And yet nenerthelesae 
all t^e kind of them boyling and boyling with greedy daaire of tbe pray 
whioh by swymming paaaeth throngh riaer and flood, plmig amyds the 
water, and paaae the streame with their pawea. Bnt this propeitfe 
prooeedelh from an earnest deaire wberwith they be inflamed, rather 
then from any inolination iasoyng from the ordinance and appoyntment 
of natnre. Aiid elbeit aome of this aort in BngUah be ealled Bracixe, In 
Soottiahe Raehe, the oanse hereof reateih in tiie ahee aex and not in the 
generalt kinde, for we English men oall bytches belonging to the hunting 
Unde of Dogges, by the tearma abone menoioned. To bee abort It is 
propor to the natnre of honndea, some to keepe ailenoe in hnntdng nnliU 
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moll tyme m there is game offered. Other Bom* >o eoone as tbej amell 
ont tlia piftoe whete the be«at Inmketh, to bewmy it immedifttelj ly 
their importnnate baickiiig, notwithstanding it be lorte of msn; fntlonga 
eoirahyiig oloae in hig oabbTn. And thete Doggsa the yonngei the; 
be, the mote wantonly bwoke they, and the mors liberally, yet 
oftdmes withont nsoeantie, so that io them, by leMOQ of theyr yonn? 
yeares and wont of praotiBe, small oartaintie is to be reposed. For oon- 
tinnanoe of tyme, and eiperiemw in gnme, ministreth to these hoondea 
not onelj ODiininK in nmning, but also (aa in the rest) on asenrad fore- 
sight what is to bee done, principally, being aoqnainted with their 
masters wBtohwordea, eyther in reooking or imboldening them to seme 
tliagame, 

or the Bogge called the Gasehounde, in 
Latine Agaseui. 

THis kinds of Dogge which porsoeth by the eya, prenayleth littie, or 
nener a vhit, by any banefite of the nose that is by smelling, bnt 
ezoeUeth in pscspionitie and Bharpenease of sight altt^thet, by the 
vertne whereof, being; singnler and notable, it hnnteth the Foie and the 
Hare. Thys Dogge will ohooae and seperate any beast from among 
a great flooke or hearde, and saoh a one will it take by election as is 
not lanoke, leans and hollow, bnt well spyed, amoothe, fnll, fatta, 
and ronnd, it foUowea by the direatioD of the eyesight, whioh in deede 
ia oleere constant, and not nnoertaine, if a beast be wonnded and gone 
astray tlua Dogge seeketh after it by the ateadfaatnss of the eye, if it 
ohannoa peradnentore to retoms and be mingled with the residae of the 
flooke, this Dogge apyeth it ont by the vertne of his aye, leaning the 
rest of the cattell Tctoaohed, and after he hath set anre aight apa 
it, he aeperateth it from among the company and haning so done neaer 
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BMBoth nntill he hane weuTed the Beast to death, Oni eonntrty 
men oall thu dogge Agattgum. A. gaHehoimde bewnw the beunet 
of hiB sight are lo etedfootly setled and Tiucoiieablj faatened. These 
Doggea are maeh and vnially ooonpyed in the Northern parte* of Eng- 
land more then in the Soathem parte, and in fealdy landes rather then 
in bnahy and wooddy plaoes, horsemen vae them more then footemen to 
th' intent that they might pronoke their horgei to a swift galloppe (wher- 
withthey are more delighted then with the pray it leUe), and that they 
might aoonetome tiieyr hoise to leape oner hedgei And ditohoB, withont 
stoppe or Btnmble, withont harms or husaid, without donbt ot dannger, 
and so escape with saf^ard of lyfe. And to the ende that the rydeiB 
themselnes when neoeesitie so oonstrained, and the feare of fortha mifl- 
ohiefe inforoed, myght sane themselnes vndammfyed, and prenent eaoh 
perilons tempest by preparing speedy flight, or else by swift pnrsate made 
Tpon tbeyr enimyes, myght both onertake them, enoonnter with them, 
and make a alangbtec of them aooordingly. Bat if it foctnne so at any 
time that this Dogge take a wrong way, the master making some Tsnal 
signe and familiar token, he retnmeth foHhwith, and taketh the right 
and ready trace, b^inning his ohaae a fresh, &. with a oleare voyoe, and 
a swift tbote followeth the game with as mach courage and nimblenease 
as hs did at the first. 

Of the Dogge called the Grehoimde, in 
Latine Leporarius. 

THere in another kinde of Dogge which for his incredible gwiftneeee 
is called Le^oTorUta a Orehonnde beoaase tbe prinoipoll aemioe of 
them dependeth and oonsistetb in starting and hunting the bare, which 
Doggea likewyse ore indued with no lesse strength then lightnes in main- 
tenanm of the game, in seroing the chase, in taking die Bnoke, the 
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Horte, the Done, the Foie, and other beastei of lemblable kinds oidained 
tcit the game of honting. Bnt more or lesie, eaoh one aooording to the 
memnre and pioportion of theyr deaite, and aa might and habilitie of 
thejT bodysH will permit and snffet. For it ia a ipaie end bare kinds of 
Dogge, (of fleehe bat not of bons) some ars of a greater sorts, and some 
of a leaser, aoins are smooth skjoned & some are onrlsd, the biggei 
therefore are appoynted to hunt the bigger beasts, A the smaller 
seme to hunt the smaller aooordingl;. The natnrs of these dogges I 
find to be wonderfnl by ;' testimomall of histories. For, M John 
Froisart the Historiographer in bis 4. lib. leporteth. A Orehoond of King 
Biohard, the seoond j' wore the Crowne and bore Uie Soepter of Cbe 
Bealme of England, nensr knowing any man, beside the Kii^s penon, 
whs SeiKry Duke o( Lantatter oame to the eastle of FUnte to take King 
Rieharde. The Dogge fomakiiig Ms former Lord & master oame to 
Dujte M«nry, fawned npon tiim with snob resemblannoes of goodwyll 
and eonoeaoed affeoiJOD, as be fanonrsd King Bicharde before: be 
followed the Dnke, and Ttterly left the Kins. So tbat by thiwe 
manifest oireomBtanaeB a man mjght indge tJiis Dogge to bane bona 
lightened wyth the lampe of foreknowledge & Tnderstsding, tonoh- 
yng his olde masters miBeryea to oome, and ynhapplnesse nye at hand, 
which King Bieharde himselfe enidently peroeaned, aooooctiDg this 
deede of his Do^e a Prophesy at his onerthiowe. 

Of the Dogge called the Leniner, ot Lyemmer 
in Latine Lorarius. 

A Natter sort of do^w> b« tbere, in smelling singoler, and in 
swiftenease inoomparabls. This is (as it were) a myddle kinda 
betwixt Uie Harier and the Otehonnde, as well for bis kinde, as for 
the bame of hiji body. And it is oalled in laldne Leuinnnu*, a. LtmAoit, 
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□f iTghtnesBe, and theiefoie may well be oallad a lyght bonnde, it ia 
also called by thiE woide Lorariu5, a Loro, wherewith it is led. Tliie 
Dogffe for the eioellenoy of hig oanditiona, namaly amelling and iwift 
mnDiug, doth follawe the game with more eagemee, and taketh th« pr^ 
wi^ » lolly qniokDea. 

Of the Dogge called a Tumbler, in 
Latine Vertagus, 

THia Borte of Doggea, which aampoBBeth all by oraftea, fraadea, 
anbteltiea and deoeiptea, we Englishe men call TvinbleiE, beoanae in 
hnntuig they tome and tumble, winding theii bodyea abont in oirole wiae, 
and than feaicely and violently venturing ops tha beaat, doth Boddeoly 
gripe it, at the vety entrance and monUi of their receptaolea, or oloaeta 
before they can recoiier meanaa, to saae and saaaanr themselTea. This 
do^e Tieth auothec graft and anbteltie, namely, when he nmneth into a 
warren, or aetteUi a oonrie abont a aaanybiuTOQgh, he hnntea not after 
them, he frayea them not by baroMng, he makes no oonntenanoe oi 
shadow of hatred againat them, but disaembling frieDdahip, and pretend- 
ing faaonr, paBseth by with ailenoe and qnietueiae, marking and ootii^ 
tbeii' holes diligently, wherin (I warrant yon) he will not be onetdiot 
nor deoeaned. When he oommeth to the place where Connyea be, of a 
oertuntie, he oowoheth downe oloae with hia belly to the groud, Pro- 
vided alwayea by hia skill and poliaie, that y ' the winde bee nener with 
him bnt againat him in anah an enteipriaa. And that the Connyea 
■pie bim not where he Inioketh. By whioh meaoea he obtaineth the sent 
and aanoor of the Cotmyea, oarryed towardee him with the wind & the 
ayre, either going to their holea, or odmii^ ont, eytber paaaing thia way, 
or numing that way, and so ptonideth by bis oiramnapection, that the 
idly simple Conny ia debarred qnite from bis hole (whioh ia the hwien 
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of ttwiT hops uid ilie haifaonr of tlieii healtb) Hid fi&iidiilently oitoiua- 
nmted and tafaen, before they oan get the adnontage of flieir hole. Thna 
hsnlngr oanght hia ptay he euryeth it speedilf to hie Moatei, mytiiiK 
Mb Do^res retnme in some oonnenient loiokins oomer. These Doggee 
are somewhat lesBsr than the boundes, and they be lanolier Jt leaner, 
beside that they be somirbHit prick eared. A. man that shall marke the 
fonne and fashion of their bodyea, may well oall them mnngrell 
QrehoiuideB if they wore somwbat bigger. Bnt notwithstanding they 
oonntemaile not the Orehonod !□ greatnea, yet will he take in one 
daysB spaee as many Connyee as shall anie to as bigge a bnrttieii, and as 
beany a loade as a horse oan oarry, for deoeipt and gnile is the insim' 
ment wberby ba maketh Uiis spoyle, whioh pemioions propertira tnpply 
the places of more oammeiidable qoalilieB. 



Of the Dogge called the theenishe Do^e 

in La tine Cants furax. 

THe like to that irttom we have rehearsed, ia the theeniahe Dogge, 
which at the mandate and bjdding of hia master steereth and 
leareth abroade io tlie night, hnnting Connyes by the ayie, vhioli is 
lenened with their saner and oonneyed to the sense of smelling by ilie 
meanes of the winde blowing towacdes him. During all whioh space of 
his hoDting he will not baroke, least he ahonlda bee prenidioiBU to hia 
owns adoantage. And thna watoheth and snatcheth np in oonrse as 
many Connyes aa Mb Uaater will snffer Mm, and beareth tham to his 
Haetais standing. The farmers of the conntrey and nplandiahe dwellers, 
oall this kinde of Dogge a nyght enrre, becanaa he honteth in Uie dscke, 
Bnt let titos moch seeme snffleient for Dogges which aeme flie game, and 
disport of hnnting.

Aa though theae kinde of Dogges oame origiiiBllr and flrst of 

all out of Spaine, The most part of their ikynnea are white, and it t^ey 

b* maieked with any spottea, they are oonunonly red, and iomewhat 

great therewithal!, the heoree not growing in enoh thioknease bnt thftt 

the mixture of them maye eaaely be peroeaned. Othersome of them be 

reddishe and blaokiahe, but of that lorte there be but a very few. There 

IB also at this day among Ti a newe kinde of dogge brought ont of Fraunoe 

(tot ws Gngliahe men are mnmailoiu greedy gaping glnttona after 

noneltiea, tmd conetoiia oomorMintea of things that be seldom, rare, 

straiuige, and hard to get.) And they bee speokled all oner with white and 

blaek, which mingled oolonrs inoline to a marble blene, which bewtifyeth 

their ikiimes and aSordeth a seemely show of oomlynesse. These are 

oalled Frenoh dogges as is abone dedaied already. 

The Bogge called the Setter, in La- 
tine Indtx. 

ANother Bort of XKigges be there, somioeable for fowling, making 
no noise either with toote or with tonnge, whiles they foltowe the 
game. These attend diligently vpon theyr Master and frame their 
oonditions to snoh beokes, motions, and gestoret, as it shall please 
him to eibibite and make, either going forward, drawing baokeword, 
inclining to the right hand, or yealding toward tba left, (In making 
mendon of towlea my meaning is of the Partridge and the Qaaile) 
whan he hath fonnde Vaa byrde, he keepeth enre and fast dlenoe, 
be st^eth his stappss and nil prooeede no farther, and with a 
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dow, oon«rt, watabing eye, kyeth bis beHy to the gioiuida and 
ao <aeepetli fonreid like a worms. Wben lie appTodheth neeie to 
the plaoe where the biida ie, he lajea him downs, and with a manke 
of hia pawea, betrayeth the plaoe of the hyidea last abode, whereb; 
it ia anppoBed that thia kinds of dogge ia oalled fndac. Setter, being 
in deede a. name moat aonaonont and agieabls to hia qnalit;. The 
place being knowne by the meanes of the dogge, the fowler immediatl; 
openeth and gpreedeth hia net, intending to take them, wbiob being done 
the dogge at the aeonatomed beoke or Tanall aigne of hia Master iTaeth 
vp by and by, and draweth nssrsi to the fowle that by hia praaenoe thqr 
might be the anthora ol their owne inanating, and be ready intangled In 
the prepared net, whioh oonning and artifloiall indsnonr in a dogge 
(being a oreatnrs domeatiaiU oi honasholde asmannt branght vp at home 
with otCaUB of the treoohec and fratcnienta of viotnalla) is not mnoh t6 be 
mamailed at. Being that a Haie (being a wilde and sldppiBhe beast) wa* 
aeene in England to the aetouiahment of the beboldsra, in ths yeare of onr 
Lorde God, 1561 not onety dannoing in msaanie, bnt playing with hia 
fonan feete Tppon a tabbaist, and obssming inst number of atiokes (as 
a praotioiDnsr in that arte) beaidea that nipping k pinching a dogge 
with hia testh and olawes, &, cmelly thnmping him with y' tores of hia 
feete. Thia ia no tnimpery tale, noi trifling toye (u I imagine) and 
therefore not vnworthy to be reported, for I reoksn it a reqnitall of my 
tranaile, not to drowns in the aeas of ailenoe any apsoioll thing, whercdn 
the pronidenoe and effectnall working of natnre is to be pondered.

Of the Dogge called the water Spaniell, or finder, 
in Lattne Aquaticus seuinquiHtor. 

'Hat kinde of dogge whose aemioe ia required in fowling vpon the 
water, partly through a natnrall towardneeae, and partly by 
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diUgsnt teaehiiv, ii indnej with that proper^. Thii tort U Mntuwhkt 
bigge, uid of a meuoiable greataeeBe, hkuing long', Tongh, and muted 
hMte, not obtATsed by eitiKOTdiiuuy tisdes, bnt ginen b; natuM 
aptK>mtmatit, ;et nanertheleBae (friend Qtmar) I hare detcribed and 
get him ont In this maner, namely powlde and netted from ths 
ehonldara to the hindermost leggee, and to the end of Mb tayle, 
which I did for um and onatoma oante, that beynfr aa it wars 
made comewhat bare and naked, by thwring of siioh snpeFfinitia 
of heare, they might atohine the moie lightneaae, and Hwiftneue, 
and be lesae hindered in awymming, lo tronbleeome imd neadeleaae 
a bnrthen being shaken of. This Unde of dogge ii properly called 
Aqnatiait, a water spaniel beoanse he freqnenteth and hath veiMl 
reoonrse to the water where all hia game A exercise lyeth, namely, 
watertowlee, which arc taken by the helpe & aemice of them, in thrii 
kind. And principally dnoket and drakes, wherapon he ie lykawiie 
named a dogge for the daoke, beoaase in that qnalitie he le eioeUent. 
With these dofrgei alio we tetohe out of the water snob fowlc h be 
atonnge to death by any Tmemons worme, we tbc them also to bring 
va oar bonltea A arrowea ont of the water (missing^ our maroke) 
whereat we directed oni lenell, which otherwise we should hardly reooner, 
and oftentimes the restore to va onr shaftes whioh we thought nener to 
see, toncbe or handle agune, after they were lost, for whioh airoam> 
Btaunoee they are oaheA Ijiquiiiioret, searoheca, and finders. Altlioti^ 
the dncke otherwhiles notably deoeaneth both the dogge and the master, 
bj dToing Tnder the water, and also by natorall snbtilty, tor if any man 
shall approohe to the place where they hnilde, breede, and syt, the henne* 
go ont of their neastes, offering themselnes Tolnntarily to the h&ds, as it 
were, of snoh as draw nie their neaates. And a oertoine weaknease of 
their winges pretended, and inflnnitie of their feete dissambled, they go 
■0 alowely and so leasnrely, that to a mans thinking it were no masteryes 
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to take thsm. By which deoeiptfnll trioke tiiey doa as it ware enlrae 
and aUore men to follow them, till they be drawne a longf diBtaanoe 
bom theyr neBstea, whioh being eompaued by theii' prooident aoii< 
ninjf, or oonning piovidenoe they out of all inoonaenieiioes whioh might 
Snnre of their retome, by nsing many oarefnll and onrioos oanoatei, leaat 
theyr often haunting bswray y' plaoe where the yonng dnoUingB be 
hatched. Great therefore ia theyr daaire, A earnest ia theyi atady to 
take heede, not only to thayi broode bnt also to themBelnea. For when 
they bane an ynkling that they are eepied they hide tltenjielvea radar 
tnifei or aedgaa, wherewith Uiey eoner and ahrowde theiiuelaea so oloaely 
and ao orafte^, that (nolwilhataiiding the place where they Inrke be 
fonnd and perfectly peroeaned) there tliey will harbour withont harms, 
eioept the water apaniell by qnioke Bmelling disconer theyr deceiptee. 

Of the Dogge called the Fisher, in Latine 

Cams Pucatar, 

THe Dogge oalled the fisher, whereof Heebx Boethns writeth, whioh 
Beeheth for fiahe by smelling among rookea & atones, aasiiredly I 
knowe none of that kinde in EngUnde, neither hana I reoeaned by leporte 
Uiat there ia any anche, ^btiit I bane been diligent A bnaie in demannding 
the qneition a< well of fishermen, aa also of hnnteuneii in that behaUe 
bung eaiefoU and earnest to leame and mdaratand of them if any aneh 
were, eioept yon holde opinion that the beaner or Otter ia a fiahe (aa many 
hane beleened) A aooording to their beliefe affirmed, and aa the bitde 
pNpttu, ia thought to be a fiahe and eo Mconnted. Bnt that Unde of 
dcsge whioh ftdloiretb the fiahe to apprehend and take it (if then bee any 
of that ditpoaition and property) whether they do thia for the game of 
hnnting, or lor the heate of hanger, as other Dogges do which rather then 
they wil be famiabed for want of toode, oonet the oaickaaea of carrion and 
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pntrifyed Seihe. Wlmi I am fnll; leBoloed and diibmiihened of this 
doubt I wil iend ;on oertlfloate in wiitiDg. In the means aeaaon I am 
not ignorant of that both j£Ita«iu, aad.£ltU8nkll the Beanei ^titmriri/un 
% water dogge, or a doggs flahe, I know likewise thu maoli more, that 
the Beann doth partaoipate Qiia propertie with the do^rSi namel;, that 
whan flahei be aoaroe they leans the water and rannge Tp and downe the 
lande, making an insatiable alanghter of yonng lembea vntll theyr 
pannohea be lepleaiBhed, and «h£ the; hane fed themaelnea fnll of fleahe, 
then Tetnme they to the water, fcom whence they came. Bat albeit so 
mnoh be granated iJutt this Beanei in a dogge, yet it ig to be noted tbat we 
leoken It not in the beadrowe of Englishe doggea a« we hftne dona the 
Mat. The aea Calfe, in like maner, which oni conntiy me for btenitle 
Mke oall a Seele, other more largely name a Baa. Vdt maketh a apoyle of 
fishea betweene rookea and banokea, bnt it is not aooonnted in the 
oatalogne 01 nUber of our Englisbe dogges, notwithstanding we oall it by 
the name of a Sea dogge or a sea Calfe. And thna mnoh for oar doggea 
of the second sort called in I^tine Aev/paior^, seminK to take fowie 
either by l»nd or water.

to bee BO mnoh the briefer. 



Of the delicate, ueate, and pretty kind of dogges 
called the Spaniel gentle, or the com- 
forter, in Latioe Militaus 
orFotor. 

THers is, beaidea thoas which wee hane already deliuered, another 
sort of gentle doggeg in tins onr Engliahe soyla bnt exempted 
from the order of the teaidae, the Doggea of this kinds doth Callimachat 
call ISelitmoa, of the Iseland Uelita, in ths sea of Sieil^, (what at thia 
day IB named JSaXta, an leeland in deeds famous and cenoamed, with 
oonn^onB and pnieannt Booldionrg valliaimtly fightinfr vnder the banner 
of Christ their vnconqnerable captaine) where thia Und of doggea bad 
their principall beginning. 

Tbeae dogges are litle, pretty, proper, and fyne, and songht for to 
satiafia the delioatenease of daintie dames, and wanton womeus wille, in- 
Btmuentsa of folly for them to play and dally withall, to tiTfle awt^ ths 
treaente of time, to withdraw their mindea from more oommmdable 
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eieroiieB, uid to content their oorrnpte^ ooaaapiioenoBi with Tkiiie dia* 
port (A Bellf ahift to Bhniuie yrakHome ydlueue.) Those poppies the 
SDullec Ihey be, the more pleunce they pi«aoke, m more meete pU; 
fellawee toi minsing miitriiBea to beaie in their boeomi, to keeps com- 
pany with&l in theii ehamhera, to laocoiiT with sleeps in bad, and nonziihe 
with meate at bonrde, to la; ia their lappea, and lioke their lippee aa 
the? ryde in their waggoDB, and good reagon it should be bo, for oonrse- 
nesse with ^rnenegse hath no fellowship, bnt featneaae with neatenesse 
hath neighboorhood enongh. That plandble pronerbe verified Tpon a 
TjTaimt, namcl; that he loned his sowe bettcs then his sotine, to»; well 
be applied ta theae kinde of people, who delight more in dogges that are 
deptined of all possibility of reason, then the; doe in ahildran that be 
oapeable of wisedome and indgement. Bnt this abnse peraduentnie 
raigneth where there hath bene long laoke of isene, or else where barten- 
nee is the best bloasome of bawty. 

The veitoe which remained) in the Spsniell gentle 
otherwise called the comforter. 

NOtwithstuidiDg nui; make mnch of those prett; poppies called 
Spaniells gentle, ;et if the qneation were demannded what propertie 
in them they Bp;e, which shoolde make them bo aooeptable and preoions 
in their sight, I doubt their aunewere' would be long a ooyning. Bnt 
■eeing it was our intent to traoaile in this treatise, ao that j' reader 
might leape some benofite b; his reading, we will communicate tdIo ;oa 
Buoh conieonres aa are grounded opon reaaon. And though some gnppose 
that anoh dogges are fyt for no Bsmioe, I dare say, b; their leaues, the; 
be in a wrong boie. Among all other qualities therefore of nature, which 
be knowne (tor some oonditions are oouered with oontinnall and thicke 
clonda, that the eye of oat capaoities cannot pearse throngh th£) we Snd 
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that theM litle dogei ore good to aaawage the BiokneBse of the atomsoke 
being oftenthnea theremto npplyed as a plaster preBsmatiiw, or borne 
in the boBom of the diBsased and weake person, which effect ia pet> 
formed by theyi moderate heate. Moreoner the diaeaae and tiekneaM, 
obaniigetlt his place and entretb (tbongh it be not pj^oieelr maroked) 
into the dogge, which to be no vntrath, experience can testify, for theee 
kinde of dogges sometimes faU sioke, and sometime die, without any 
hum, ontnardly inforced, which ia an argument that the diseaee of the 
gentleman or gentle woman or owner whataoeaer, ectreth into tlie do^a 
by the opnration of heate intermingled and infected. And thus h«ne I 
hetherto handled doggea of a gentle kinde whom I hane comprehended 
in a triple diniaia. Nov it rem^neth that I annex in dne order aacli 
do^ea aa be of a more homely kinde. 
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gentle [ Itis also JA pleasannt (called

may oome to men b; the me«iiB of beaBtea. The 
uoond Bort aeroe to anooonr agoinat the marea 
r I and attemptee of miBohieFonB men. Our ahep- 

' herdea dog^ ia not huge, vaate, and bigge, bat 

ot an indifferent atatnre and groirtli, beeanae it hath not to desle with 
the blondthfratr woU, Sfthenoe there he none in England, wliioh happj 
imd toitimate beneflte ia to be aaoribed to the pniaaant Prinoe Edgar, 
wbo to thintent 7" the whole oonntrej ajght be enaonated and quite 
olered from wt^aa, ohai^ed k oonunaniidad the welahemS (who were 
peatered with theae bntoherl; beastea abone meaanie) to paya him 
yeaiely tribute which wm (note the wiaedome ot the King) three 
hundred Wolfea. Some there be whiob write that LudmM Prinoe of 
Walea paids yeerly to King Edgar three hundred wolves In the name 
of an ezMtion (aa we hane «ayd before.) And that by tba meanea 
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hereof, wiUim the oompoBie uid taarme of fonre ysares nous of thoae 
nojaome, and pestllect BeMtes were left in the omBtae of Engluid Mid 
Walee. This Bdga/r wore the Ccown royall, and bare the Soeptei imperiaJl 
of this kingdonie, about the jsere of one Lorde nfae hundred fifty, nyne. 
STnoe whioh time we reede that no Wolfe h&th bene aeene in EogUnd, 
bred within the bounds and bordera of this conntrey , miuy there haTS 
bene dineri brooKht oaer from bejonde the eeag, foi graedyneese of 
gains ftnd to moke monej, fat gaiiing and gaping, atanng, and atanding 
to see them, being a etrannge beoat, rare, and seldom aaene in Bcglond. 
But to retnme to out ahepherda dogge. This dogge either at the 
heerii^ of hie maatera vojoe, or at the wagging and whisteliog in his 
fiat, 01 at hie ahrill and horae hiaaing bringeth the wandring weathers 
and Btraying sheepe, into the aelfe aame place where his maatets will 
and wiahe, ia to haae t^e, whsrby the ahapherd leapeth this benefito, 
nome^, that with litle labour and no to;le or mooing of his feete he 
may role and guide hia flocke, oooording to hia awne deaire, either to 
hone them go forward, or to stand still, or to diawe bookword, or to 
tome thla way, or to take that way. For it is not in Englande, as it ia in 
Framice, as it is in FlaTotderi, aa it is in Syria, aa it in Tartaria, 
where the aheepe follow the ehapherd, for heere in onr oonntry the 
aheepherd followeth the sheepe. And aometimea the atraying aheepe, 
when no dogge mnneth before them, nor goeth about & beaide them, 
gather themselnea together in a flooke, when they heere the aheepherd 
wbiatle in his fist, for fearo of the Dogge (aa I imagine) romembring 
thia (if Tnreasonable ereatorea may be reported to haae memory) that 
the Dogge ooounQiily ranneth ont at hia masters warrant whioh is hia 
whistle. Thia haae we oftentimea dlhgently m&rcked in taking onr 
journey from towne to towne, whan wee haae hard a sheepherd whiaUe 
we hane rayned in onr horse and atoode atjll a apace, to aes the proofe 
and traUl of this matter. Fnrthermore with thia dogge doth the aheep- 
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lieid tike sheepe for y* alaoghtei, and to be healed if the; be aLoke, 
no hurt or haime in the world dona to the dimple oreatore. 

Of the nastiue or Bandogge called in Latine 
ViUaticui or Cathenarius. 

THit Unde of Do^a called a maBtyna or Bnndoffge iB va«te, hnge, 
etobborce, ongly, and eager, of a heny and burthenonR bodjr, and 
therafoie bnt of lltle ewiftneaae, terrible, and frightfoll to bebolde, and 
more feaioe and fell then an; ArcadAa/a onne (notnithat&ding they 
are sayd to hane their generation of the violent Lion.) Thej are colled 
VHiatici, beoange they are appoyntad to watche and keeps faime plaees 
and oofttiy ootagee aeqneatred from oomma ToeoniBe, and not abnttii^ 
Tpon other homes by reason of diatannoe, wlien there ie ai^ f aare oonoeaned 
of theefea, robbers, spoylera, and night wonderecB. They are aeraioeable 
against the Foxe and tlie Bodgnr, to drive wilde and tame awyne out of 
Medowea, paatnret, glebelandee and plaoes planted with fmite, to bayte 
and take the boll by the eare, when ocoasion bo raqnizeth. One dogge 01 
two at the Tttermost, anffloient for that purpose be the bull nener bo mon- 
BteronB,nenei eotearae, nenar tofnrionB.nanerBosteamejneDSrBOTntame- 
able. Foi it is a kinde of dogge oapaable of ooni^e, violent and valianut, 
striking ootild fears into tho harts of men, bat staoding in feare of no 
man, in so mnoh that no weapons will make him shrinoka, nor abridge his 
boldnes. Onz Englishe men (to th' intent that theyr dogges might ba the 
more fell and fe«roe) aasist natnre with arte , vse, and onstome, for they 
te«eh tEieyi donrges to baite the Beace, to baite the Bull and other snob 
like omelland bloody baastes (appointing on onetseer of the game) with- 
ont any collar to defend theyr throtes, and oft eutimes they troine then vp 
in Sghting and wrestling with a man baning for the safegarde of his lyfe, 
eythet b Pikestoffe, a olnbbe, or a sworde and by Tsing them to snah 
eisroises as these, theyz dogges become more sturdy and strong. The force

whieh is in them Boimoiiiitetli oU beleefe, the faat holde which tliej take 
with their teeth eiaeedeth all credit, three of them Bgainat a Beare, fowrs 
apunBt a Ljon are inffiaient, botli to try loaaterTeB with them and Ttterl; 
to onermatoh them. Which Seary the eeneuth of that name, King of 
England (a Frinoe both poliliqiia A warlike) peroeaniiig on a oertaine 
time (ae Uie report nmneth) oommaimded all snoh doggei (bow mall7 
goener they were in number) ahonld be hanged, beynfr deepely displeased, 
and oonoeauing great diadaine that an yll fanred rasoall onrre ahonld with 
BQch violent Tilliuiy, asaanlt the raliaont Lyon king of all beastes. An 
example lia all anbieots worthy remembrannce, to admonishe them tilat 
it ia no adnantage to them to rebell against y^ regiment of their mler, 
bnt to keepe them within the limita of Lojaltie. I reede an Matoiy 
annawerable to this of the aelf e aame Hatmi, who haning a notable and an 
excellent fayro Faloon, it fortoned that the kinga Faloonera, in the 
piesenoa and hearing of his grace, highly oommended his Uaieetiea 
FalooD, aaying that it feared not to intermeddle with on Eagle, 
it was BO ventnrona a byrde and bo mighty, which when the Eii^ 
harde, he charged that tlie Falcon ahonld be killed withont delay, 
for die aelfe aame reaaon (aa it may aeeme) which waa reheraad in 
the c6alasionof theformer history oonoemingthe aame king. Thia do^pe 
ia called, in like maner, Ca(?ienanu9, a CaJ7i«Ra, of the chaine whsrwith 
he ia tyed at the gates, in y' d^time, least beyng lose he shonld doe 
mnoh mischiefe and yet might gine occasion of feare and terror by his 
bigge bnrokiQg. And albeit Ci««ro in his oration had Pro. 9. JIo». be d 
this opinion, that anoh Doggea oa barcke in the broade day light shonlde 
bans their leggee broken, yet oni countrymen. On this side the aeaa for 
their careleseDeB of lyfe aetting all at cinqne and aice, are of a contrary 
iadgement. For theefea roge vp and down in enery comer, no place ia free 
from them, no not y' prince's pallace, nor the oonntry mana cotage. In, 
tiie day time they ptacttae pilterii^, picking, open robbing, and priny 
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stealiiig', and what legmdenuine l&oke thejr : not fmiing the atuunefoD and 
bonible death of hanging:. The oame of whjoh inoonuemenoe doth not 
oiuily Uine from nipping neede A. wringiiiK vrant, foi all -3* iteale, are 
not pinched with tioneity, but eom eteala to maintaine their eioeuiire and 
prodigall ezpenoea in apparell, their leirdneg ol I; fe, theii hantines of 
hart, theyc wantODnee of manere, thsTr wilfnll ydlenee, their ambitions 
branery, and the pryds of the sawoj Balaeonti' iuyKi.iffnrn yaine 
glorionB and anofrant in behanioni, whose daUght dependeth wholl; to 
monnt nimb^ on horsabaoke, to makn them laape Inately, apryng and 
prannoB, galloppe and amhle, to ronne a race, to wynde in oompuse, and 
HO forthe, lining all togaiher vpon tiie EatnesEa of the gpo;le. Other earn 
ther be which steale, being thaiato pronokad by pennry £ neede, like 
maeterleMe me applying themBelneB to no honest trade, bnt rannging rp 
and downe impudently begging, and oomplayning of bodily weakenesM 
where is no want of abilitie. But Tnliannt FoJantina th'emperonr, by 
holiome laweB prooided that enohe aa haning no oorporall giokneeee, eolde 
Ihemtelnea to begiing, pleded pooerly wyth pretended infirmitie, & 
oloaked thaii ydle and ilontlifnll Ufe with oolonrabla shifti and elondy 
ooHBening, ahonld be a perpetnall elane and dradge to him, by whom 
theii impudent ydlenee was bewrayed, and Inyed against them in pnb- 
liqne place, least the insntferabla slonthfnUneB of snoh va^bondes 
ehonld ha bnrthenouB to the people, or being lO batefnll and odious, 
should growe into an example. AlJraiMt likewise in the gonemment ot 
hia oommonwealth, prooured snch increase of credite to inatioa and npright 
dealing by bis prudent aotea and statutes, that if a m& traniuling by the 
hygb ynj of the conntrey vnder his dominion, ohannoed to lose a 
budget full of gold, or his oapcase farsed with things of great 
value, late in 1^ auening, he shonlde find it where he lost it, 
safe, sound, and Tntonohed the next morning, yea (which is a wonder) at 
any time tor a whole monethes spaoe il he songht for it, aa In^uZpAui 
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Oreylodemia in hU HjntoTy reoordeth. Bnt in this oof TtiliBpp7 age, in 
these (I Ray) our deaelishe dayeB iiotMiig can scape the oIbwm of the 
■pojler, thongK it be kept nener bo Bore witliiii the honae, nlbeit the 
dootea bee lookt and bonlted H>iind about. Thie dogge in like maner of 
Qrteitimi is o»Ued lUttfn 

Of the latinists Canis Culloi, in Englishe 
the Dogge keeper. 
Borrowing hie name oF his aemice, for he doth not oiiely kespe farmers 
honsea, bat also merchannta mniaona, wherin great wealth, riohea, aab- 
atannoe and ooetl? itntfe is repoied. And therfore were certain dt^gee 
fonnde and maintained at the common coetea and chargea of the Citizens 
of. itotne in the plaoe called CapitiMum, to ^ne warning of theefas 
oomming. Thia kind of d<%ge, is alao called. 

In tatine Canis Lantarius in Englishe the 
Butchers Dogge 
So oalled foe the neoeaaity of his vse, foe hii sernioa affoordeth great 
beneflte to tlie Bntoher as well in following aa in tnkiiig hia oattell when 
neede oonstraineUi, vrgeth, and reqnireth. This kinds of dogge ia like- 
In latine Jtfolasicicus or Molossus. 
After the name of a oonntre; vaEpirva called JfoZosnu, which baibonreth 
many atonte, atronga, and atnrdy Doggea of thia aort, for the dogge* of 
that oonntrey are good in deede, or else there ia no traet to be had in the 
teatimonie ot writers. Thia dogge ia alao oalled. 

In latine Canis Mandataritts a Dogge messin- 

ger or Carrier. 

Upon anbatanoiall oonaideratlon, beoanae at his maatera Toyoe and 

eommanndement, he oarrieth lattera from place to place, wrapped Tp 

onnningly in his lether coUar, btatened thereto, or aowed close tlieiin, 

who, leaat hs should be hindered in hia paoaage vaeth tbeae be4>e8 very 
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skUfnlly, vamAj ratittaiiaM in fightliig it h« bo not cmarmatdied, of 
eloe BwiftiiaaaB b readineiae tn rmming away, if he be Tn&Ue to bnoUe 
with the dogge tliat would taine hBTe a Biiatah at hia Aiime This kinds 
of dogge IB alao oaJled, 

In latine Canis Lunarius, in Englishe 
tlie Mooner. 

Beoanae ha dotii nothing else bnt watoh and warde at an jmoha, WMting 
the weariBome night aeoaon without alombering oc tJeapinfr, hawing i, 
wawing at the Bfoone (that I may vaa the word of Wpirfui) a qnatltie 
in mine opinion atiaange to oonaiilw. This kinde of dogge la alao 
e»3M, 

In latine Aquarius in Englishe a water drawer. 

And thMe be of the greater and the waightei aort drawing wwter out 
of wells and deepe pittea, by a whaele whioh they tnme Tonnda abont 
by the tooiiiiig of their bnrthmone bodies. This kinde of dogge is 
sailed in like maner. 

Cdta's Sarcinarius in Latine, and may aptl^ be eng- 
lished a Tynckeis Cune. 

Beaanie with marneilona paolanoe they beare bigge bndgetteg franght 
with Tinokera toolea, and mettall meets to mend kettlea, pori^ pottea, 
akelleta, and chafers, and other anoh like trumpery leiinisite for their 
ooenpaoion and loyteriug trade, easing him of a great burthen whioh 
otherwiie he himselfe should carry Tpon his thonldors, whioh oondition 
hatii ohallenged vnto them the foresaid name. Beddee the qnalitieB 
whioh we hane already reoonnted, this kind of doggea hath this priu- 
oipall propeitie ingrafted in them, that thay lone their maateni liberally, 
and hate stranngera deapightfoUy, whererpon it followeth that they are 
to their maatera, in traneiling a singnlar safgard, defending them foroe- 
ably, from the innssion of villona and theefei, pTeaaming tiielr lyfes from 
lotae, and theb health from hassard, tluTT fleahe from haoking and 
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hewing with moh hke desperate danngera, Fot whioh oonaideration tit^ 

we meiitorioiulr teMmed, 

la Latine Cana dtfensora defending dogges 
in out mothei toungue. 
If it ohaonoe that the maater bee oppreiMd, either b? a mnllitiide, or 
by the greater Tiolenoe & bo be beaten downe that he lye gioneling on 
the gronude, (it is pioned true by experienoe) that this Dogge forwketh 
not hia mastet, no not when be is staioke deade : Bat indniing tlie foioe 
tg^ famiilunent and tlie ontiageona tempestea of the weathei, moat 
Tigilantly watoheth and oarefnllylkeepeth tlie deade carkasBe many dayea, 
endenonring, fnrthermoTe, to kil tlie mnrtherer of hia m&stet, if he nu^ 
get any adrantage. Or rise by batoking, by howling, by fnriana iarring, 
■narring, and snoh like meanea betrayeth the malefootonr as deiiiona to 
bane the death of his aforaeayde Uaster rigoronslye renonged. And 
example hereof fortuned within the oompasse of my memoiy. The Dogga 
(tf a oertaine wayefaring man tranailing from the Citie of London direotly 
to the Towns of Kingatone (most famona and renowned by reaaon of the 
triumphant ooronation of eight aenentll Kings) ptudng oner a good 
portion of his ionmey was aeaanlted and set vpon by oartaine ooofedenta 
theefea laying in waight for tie spoyle In CvMegmc^ta, a perilloos bottom, 
oompaaaed abont wyth woddea to well kuowne for the manyfolde 
mnrdera A, miaohiafeoiia robberiea theyr Qommitted. Into whose handes 
this poaainger ohannoed to fall, so that hia ill Inoke cost him the pries 
of hia lyfe. And that Dogge whoas ayer was Engliabe {which BlonAva 
reglstreth to bane bene within the banokaa of hia remebranoe) manifestly 
(lerasaiiyng th^t hia Haoter was mnrthsred (thia ohannoed not farre from 
Porit, \f3 the bandea of one which waa a aniter to the same woaft, whcm 
he waa a wooer nnto, 4yd both bewraye the blondy bntoher, and attempted 
to tears ont the villona throate if he had not sought meanea to snoyda 
■ rage of tiie Dogge. In fyers alao which fortune in the 
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aSenM end dead time of tiie night, or in itonny w«ath«r of the Myde 
■eaaon, ths older dogges baroke, bpll, bowle, and yell (yea notwiUuitwidjllg 
they bee roughly r«t«d) neythet will Uiey atty their toungei till the 
honseholde eenuinnteB awake, rjne, leaiah, and lee the burning of the 
ffra, wliiah beyng peroeanec! they Tie Tolnntauy sQenoe, utd OBaae from 
yolping This hath bene, and is founds tma by tiTall, in gimdiy 
partea of England. Theia wai no faynting faith in that Dogge, which 
when hJE Haatei by a miiohannoe in hunting itnmbled and fell toppling 
downe a deepe djtcha beyng vnabla to leooner of hinuelfe, tiie Doggs 
dgnityinK Ml macrtert mithappe, reekne oame, and fae wae hayled np by » 
Tope, whom the Dogge ieeying almoat drawne np to the edge of the dytche, 
aheereftUl; tainted, leaping and ikipping vpon hii maotec aa thongfa he 
woolde bane imbnoad hym, beyng glad of his preoenoe, whose longei 
abssnoe be was lotbe to laoke. Some Doggea there be, whioh wiU not 
■offer iyerj ooalee to lye akatterad abont the hearthe, bnt with their 
pawee wil ntke np the bnmyng ooalee, mnsying and studying ^ynt with 
tiiemselnes how it might be oonnenieDtly be done. And if so bee that 
tiie ooales oaste to great a beate then will they btiyry than in ashee 
and BO remone them forwaide to a fyt plane wyth thsyr noaas. Other 
Do^ee bee there whieh eieqante the ofBoe of a Farmer in tiie nyghte 
tfme. Forwhsn his master goeth to bedde to take his natniall eleape, 
And whm,

As Tirgill vannteth in his veraea, Then if his master byddeth him go 
abroade, lie lingersth not, bnt ranngeth oner all bis lands lying there 
abont, mors ^ligently, I wys, then any farmer hinuelfe. And it ha finds 
anything their that is strannge and pertaining to other persona bsaidea 
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bia nuater, whether It be nun, woman, oi bMst, he drineth them ont of 
th« ground, not meddling with anj thing whioh doth belong to t^ 
powenion and tm of hii miuier, Bnt bow mnolt fiTthfnlnei, 8o mnob

The oeooad are danagerona, it ia wiaedome to take heede at them be- 
oamsa tiiey sooade, aa it were, an Alwrvm of an afteroUppe, and theae 
do^ea mnat not be oner mnoh moned or prouoked, for then they take 
on ontragiODB^ aa if they were madde, watehing to aet the print of iliair 
teeth in the fleahe.

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oiiaaite of ^me, thu ootmtiT wm oleeToly dudiarged of raiwi^iigwoUM, 

&nd none at all left, no, not to the lea«t nimtwt, or the bafinnyng of a 

nnmbeT, which ii an Tnari. 

Of Hie seoond aort we are not rtterly Yoyde of soma, beottoM Uiia ont 
En([liBha soyla i* not free from fozea (for in deede we aie not without B 
mnltitnde of them in so mnoh ai diueree keepe, foster, and feade them in 
their hoQiea amoi^ theii honndee and doggaa, eyther for some mal»die of 
mind, 01 far soma eiokneaae of body,) whieh penidnentnTe tiie MTont of 
that anbtill beaat wonld eyther mitigate of eipell. 

The tbirde kinde whioh is bred of a Bears and a Bandoggre we want 
not heare in England, (A etrann^o and wonderfnll efFeot, that wnell 
enimyea ahonld enter into y° worke of oopolatioD Ik bring forth ao sanoge 
a onne.) Uiidonbtedly it ia seen go aa we haoe reported, for the fyeiy 
heats of thejr fleehe, or rather the pricking tbome, or moat of all, 
the tyekling Inat of leohei?, bearetb anoh ewinge and awa7 ifl them, 
that there ia no oontruzietie for the time, bnt of oonatraint they mnst 
v^me to ingender. And why should not thia bee oonaonant to tmtb t 
wby ahonlde not theae beaatea breede in thia lande, aa well aa in other 
foireigne nations P For wee reede that Tigera and doggea in Hircorwa, 
that Lyons and Doggea in Arcadia, and that wolfee and doggea in 
Fraaoia, oonple and prooreate.

The Qasehonnde oftlled in latine Agaxanit, hath hiB name of the ebarp- 
oeasa and etedfaatneaae of hia eyesight.
